A now field for charity has beon opened 
by Mr. W. H. Newell, general secretary 
of the Young men's Christian association, 
of Manchester, England. He is uuw in 
the vvest trying to develop two novel im- 
migration plans. Tbe New York Tribune 
gives an out-line of these phius which is 
first, tbe placing of young mcu, sixteen 
or seventeen years old, with western farm- 
ers, where 'they may be trained in farm 
work. Tbe English custom is to pat 
thousands of youths at sixteen years of 
ago to five years' apprenticeship LU mer- 
cantile business for which they receive 
SOOO. At the end of their apprenticeship 
the great majority of them are not re- 
tained, but other apprentices arc taken to 
do their work. Th us every year thousands 
oE them are thrown npo:i the world with 
nothing to do, tho clerk market in Eng- 
land being greatly overstocked. Many 
ot them dnft to America with no definite 
purpose, and it is the object of tbo socie- 
ty which Mr. Newett represents to secure 
for them a destination mid a pursuit. 


Tho second plan stated by the Tribune 


is tc furnish similar homes for fiiendless 
girls of good character, over twelve years 
of age. The idea is to form a committee 
of ladies and gentlemen in. the west who 
will take charge ot such girls and find 
employment for them. None will be sent 
except those who are duly vouched for 
by the societies in England. "Mr. New- 
ett comes strongly recommended, and 
there seems to be no reason to doubt 
that his plans, if carried out by thorough- 
ly conscientious and responsible persons, 
would result in accomplishing 
good."

IIRB been known for a number of years lias 
owcpt over Ln'uO Jlichigixn from tho uortl'.e^t 
duricg tho past twonty-four hours, carrying 
devastation and terror before it, and loafing in 
its path tho dctvis of nmneroTiS vcssol wrecks. 
Tho dtwtruction to property has boon uovore, 
but this is nothing compared to the loss of lifo. 
Airday yesterday the wind blow a ImiTiciiuc, 
and tlio waves ivont mountain 1'igh, tossing 
upon their heights tho largest vessels like egg- 
shells. Even steam vessels wove powerless to 
resist tho fierce fury of tho wiad aud waves. Or.o 
of tho largest steam barges oa tho lakoa was 
compelled to turn back, being utterly unable 
to make any progress in tho tooth of tho wiud. 
Old vessel captains eay that they never knew 


BO destructive a storm in all their experience, 
All day tho waves dashed themselves against 
tho breakwater as though tkoy would tear out 
those slender bulwarks and rush up through 
tho streets of tho city. 
Thousands of specta- 


tors watched tho awe-inspiring and magnifi- 
cent spectacle. It was a, nublimo demonstra- 
tion of power. Tho storm began at 1 o'clock 
Monday morning and cmtLmted with unabated 
farjtiil 1 o'clock this morning- During that 
timo five lives wcro lost, numerous sailors 
woro injured, two vessels wero torn to piosoi, 
and others suHorod severely. 


Tho schooner Jenny Liud endeavored to 


mako tho harbor early Jloaday morning, but 
was carried past the mouth of tho river as far 
south as Twenty-third street, where sho lot go 
her anchors. At C o'clock, finding that they 
wero insufficient to hold the ill-fated vosaol 
and that sho wan fast drifting upon tho break- 
water to certain destruction, tho captain, ia a 
forlorn hope, made Bail and tried to work away 
from tho breakwater. But the effort was a 
vain one, for, being already water-loged, sho 
capsized as soon aa tho Kail were raised, and 
all on board woro drowned save ono man,

Indiana streets; Lawrence Poteraou, cooic. 30 
voa'-s Kb. 114 TVost Division street; 1. Helgi- 
son 50 years, No. 78 Milwaukee avenue, and 
Christian Newbnrg, 85 years, dock hands. 
Tho mate, Axel. Lampo, was washed ashoro 
insensible, but with tho aid of vigorous rub- 
bine and tho application of restoratives soon 
recovered sufficiently to be removed to tho 
Michael Koeso hospital. Ho was badly bruised 
and cut about tho head, but not seriously in- 
jured, and it is tho opinion of tho Burgeon in 
charge of tho hospital that ho will bo ablo to 
got out in a day or two.

wason and tlio crow of tho life-saving boat 
were on hand to render what assistance they 
could in rescuing tho unfortunate seamen, but 
could do nothing except to caro for tho ono 
who was washed ashore. The schooner cap- 
sized BO suddenly that it was impossible to 
oven make an attempt to rescue the crew. I he 
vessel was owned by Anderson <fc Peterson, and 
was loaded with lumber and slabs. Her cargo 
was washed ashoro, and a largo^ portion of it 
recovered. There is nothing left of too boat 
except a' mass of broken planks and spars

Ho was early 
thrown upon his own resources, owing to finan- 
cial reverses which overtook his father.

In 1833 William projected Tho Bndinburg 
Journal, and on Fob. 4, Chambers' Journal was 
in the. hands of tho public and obtained a cir- 
culation of 50,000. In 1884 tho brothers pub- 
liahod "Information for tho People," and 
in 
the next year tho 
first 
edition of 


tlio "Encyclopedia of 
English Literature." 


William Chambers then published a volume oE 
"Sketches in America." In 1849 ho purchased 
tho estate of Glen '.Ormiston, PeobloBhiro, and 
interested himself in promoting public im- 
provements. In 1339 ho presented to Peebles 
a suite of buildings, consisting of a reading- 
room, a library, lecture hall, museum and a 
trallory of art. 
In 1804 ho completed his "His- 


tory of PoebleBhiro." Inl«i5 be became lord 
provost of Edinburgh, and organized many 
sanitary improvements. His crowning oiTort 
was tbo production of "Chamber's Encyclopo- 
dia." Ho'vas ra-elocted lord provost of Edin- 
burgh in 1S50, and was made LL. D. by the 
university of Edinburgh in 1872.

The first short dresses, put on at the 


nge of six months, are white nainsook 
slips with high yokes ami loan; sleeves, 
and ma)' be made of ,the first long 
dresses shortened to escape the (loor, 
and not to be in the child's way when, it 
first attempts to walk. Sashes are little 
used with these dresses, as they appear 
to cut the short liguvo in tu-o, and the 
llowinp; cllect is simpler and every way 
prettier. The first short wrap is usually 
white or pale gray iti succjuo shape, with 
a tape, and should be deep enough to 
cover the liiilu white drusses. 
Tho 


si'ccmd set of short drosses, put on at the 
age of two years, or at eighteen months, 
if the child is large, has more variety of 
shape, and a good deal of color is then 
introduced both in the dresses and 
wraps. The guimpo dresses, (lowing 
Mother Hubbard dresses, and the half- 
loose English priucesse dresses are worn 
by girls of two years. 
Vv'hiiu dresses of 


muslin with guimpes are for the nicest 
occasions, while those of colored cash- 
lucre. ilaiuiel, Chamlx'ry, lawn, Scotch 
o-inglumis, in pah; blue and pink, and 
The ' darker Turkey red cottons and 
sprigged satteens, are also worn with 
whiuTniusliu guimpes, or else with a 
simulated guimpe of the material of the 
dress. This guimpe may be a separate 
hio-h-neeked waist galhured'to a belt, 
anil with long, slightly full sleeves made 
of muslin tucked and embroidered, and 
worn with any 
low-necked, short- 


sleeved dress, or else it may be a square 
yoke and long sleeves of tho muslin, to 
which the little full dress, white ^or 
colored, is permanently attached. The 
effect of a. square low neck with short 
pulled sleeves passing high over tho 
shoulders is most liked for these dresses, 
and the little yoke slips so long worn 
mav easily be given this appearance by 
adding a pull' above the arm-holes, and 
placing edging to stand erect along tho 
edges of the yoke ia front and back and 
above tho 
shoulder pull's. Such a 


guimpe of whito muslin may have a 
'dress of pale blue, bull', pink, or straw- 
bcrrv cashmere, or of embroidered mus- 
lin. "whito nainsook, cambric, Cham- 
bers-, eoru batiste, Scotch giuham, linen 
law'u, or of light or dark blue flannel. 
Tho dross may havo vows of shirr'mg 
masked in the centre of the back and 
ft\v.n, aud haug loose thence, or^ be 
shirred again all round below the hips, 
and sometimes tho lloun.ce of embroid- 
ery is attached to the waist iu this 
cluster of shirring. There- are also 
sruiuipe dresses with tucks or box plaits 
and insertion down tho close front, 
with full backs that are shaped into the 
figure by wide sash like strings of tho 
material sewed into tho side scanisjust 
at the waist line or else far below the 
hips, and tied ia a large bow behind. 


Another plan with mothers is that of 


lettiug the child wear its white muslin 
yoko slips to serve as a guimpo and 
petticoat, and putting on over this a 
low-necked dress of cashmere or mus- 
lin, which may have a belt, and look 
like a peasant dress, or else it may be 
shirred below the hips. That this makes 
the child look bunchy does not matter, 
as all dressing for very small children 
is now vcrv full, and nothing so quickly 
detracts from its picturesqueness as any 
appearance of scantiness either in 
length or breadth.' For travelling and 
summer dresses in tho country -gray- 
blue, garnet aud brown ilannol dresses 
are made with simulated guimpes of the 
same, or of white cashmere, or of 
ilatmel of a contrasting color, and rows 
of braid to match the guimpe trim the 
skirt, sometimes heading tucks that arc 
so useful for lengthening the skirt as 
the child throws or the material shrinks. 
Mother Hubbard dresses of full straight 
breadths gathered to a plain or shirred 
yoke are liked for overy-day dresses of 
wash goods and for the electric and 
navy- blue and strawberry red dresses of 
cashmere or of llannel that children now 
wear with French aprons of sheer whito 
Victoria lawn, or cross-barred muslin, 
or French nainsook. These aprons are 
half-high and square on the shoulders, 
or else"round and low in the neck, 
with the merest strap of edging, a little 
pufl'or cap for sleeves, and arc long 
enough to entirely cover the dark dress 
which may havo grown shabby during; 
the winter, and needs the' touch of 
fro'slmess that the white apron gives, 
For slender children the apron is full 
and straight, but for those who arc- 
quite plump there are aprons with fitted 
fronts, striped and bordered with inser- 
tion, or else with box plaites down their 
whole length, separated by inch-wide 
rows of insertion. White cotton sat- 
tccn in plain reps, or striped like dimity, 
or else with woven Jacquard designs 
of leaves, stars and 
daisies, is the 


novelty that rivalspique for the half-loose 
straight English dresses that are made 
all h°one piece, and arc known as Prin- 
cusse dresses. These dresses now have 
lengthwise, tucks, or else box plaits and 
insertion, from tho neck to the hips, 
where there are basque-like pieces ad- 
ded to pass around the hips, and under- 
neath this is sewed a plaiting like a kilt 
to finish out tho garment the proper 
length. Embroidery is the trimming 
for these thick white dresses, and simi- 
lar designs are made of nainsook with 
lace, but for most of the dresses worn 
by very small girls embroidery is tho 
trimming preferred. New caps for girls 
of two years are of Irish point embroid- 
ered muslin in close shapes, with a ruf- 
ilo of embroidery on the edge. 
There 


are also small pokes with a cap trim- 
iniii"- inside the brim, and others with a 
pullud soft crown and plaited front. 
Large brims with low crowns are seen 
on Uic straw hats to be worn by the 
smallest girls, and these are colored to 
match the wrap worn with them, or else 
thev are white English straw trimmed 
with colored pompons and ostrich tips, 
and liuedihroughout the brim with dark 
satin, or it may be with velvet. 
Then- 


pretty spring aud summeri wrap is a 
half-long straight sacque of English red, 
darker garnet, or electric blue cloth, 
with whito brandobourgs across tho 
fronts, white braid in rows on the edges, 
and large white pearl buttons. This is 
short enough to display the flounces or 
half tho skirt of white dresses. 
Longer 


coats to conceal the dress arc also eituer 
rod or blue cloth or a light quality of nno 
flannel, made 
with 
single-breasted 


saeqtio fronts, while the back has two 
well-delined broad box-plaits below the 
waist; rows of stitching are on the deep 
collar and sleeves. Very large round 
collars p£ corn or cream white embroid- 
ery, scrim, grenadine or braid lacc_ are 
worn with these coats. Black stockings 
or those the color of the dress are worn 
with black kid buttoned shoes.— Harp- 
er's Bazar.

Queen Margaret's Memory. 


Queen Margaret, who speaks four 


languages perfectly, and has none of 
Kiiig'-i"constitutional shyness, is really 
run'.i'irkiible for the tact and grace with 
which she contrives to aay the right 
thing to the right person. The Coutucss 
C.—an American Catholic lady married 
to :i man of high rank here—told me 
the other day that, after having a pri- 
vate audience with the Queen, she had 
remained quite astonished at the mem- 
ory she displayed of all the characteris- 
tics of persons whom perhaps she only 
sa»' in the more formal reunions of the 
court. The Count and Couiitoss C., it 
ma}- be observed in passing, arc of the 
liberal modern school of Catholics, who 
find the performance of their religions 
duties quite compatible with a display 
of respect for the reigning sovereign. 
After a pleasant little conversation with 
Countess C. in English (which the 
Queen speaks perfectly), Queen Mar- 
garet said: 
"And your husband, what 


3oes he chiefly occupy himself with?" 
"Well, your Majesty, at present nothing 
seems to interest him more than the 
building of the large new barracks in 
our quarter of the town." 


"Ah!" exclaimed the Queen, "I would 


have predicted that. I always say to 
the King, when Count C. meets us out 
driving,"that, from his mere mode of 
saluting, I am certain he is more vieux 
militaire than anything else, and that 
his heart is with the army," 


Burthe Queen displayed a still greater 


proof "of that keen memory of details so 
valuable to royalty on the recent occa- 
sion of the presentation to her of the 
English Admiral, Sir Erasmus Om- 
maney, who was here for the carnival 
season with his family: She said; 
"I 


know your name very well, Admiral, 
for, 
apart from your distingnised ser- 


vices, I remember that you were in 
command of a ship at Gibraltar the first 
time that my brother, the Duke of 
Genoa, touched there, and that you 
showed him great kindness and atten- 
tion." 


Sir Erasmus himself told me soon 


after the interview that he was quite 
struck with admiration, not only of the 
grace and tact with which she said ex- 
actly what was likely to be most pleas- 
ing to him, but at the fact of her pro- 
digious memory for details, which 
might well havo been forgotten in the 
passage of time.—Homo Cor. Boston 
ffcnilil. 


Knowing Mow to .Swim. 


Tho recent disasters on the waters 


have conclusively proved the advantages 
of tho art of swimming. Those who 
could swim were not panic-stricken, 
and by swimming they escaped death 
by burning. Among the passengers of 
the Sewanahaka was Mr. Samuel Bar- 
low, 
of New York, who, having pro- 


vided himself with a life-preserver, 
gave it to another 
passenger 
and 


jumped into the water. He turned on 
his back and floated, managing to keep 
his nose above water until rescued. All 
who could swim reached the shore in 
safety. 


If the water were not an absolute 


terror to people when a collision occurs 
or a lire breaks out, they would, with 
some -degree of ' carefulness, set about 
lowering the boats. They would exer- 
cise their reason, look to sec if plugs 
were in, and would lower the boats 
without emptying everybody out or fill- 
ing the boats with water. 
On the Nar- 


ragansctt one of the boats was lowered 
while the plug in the bottom was out, 
and tho boat filled. The patent plug, 
which, by the pressing of the water on 
the bottom is forced home, ought to 
bo used in all boats; but it is not, and a 
little preservation of mental balance on 
the part of the passenger would avoid 
these unnecessary dangers. 


It is not alone the art of swimming 


that will save life, but familiarity with 
water, and the belief that one can sup- 
port one's self in it for a time, would 
prevent the dreadful panics to which 
more than to the disaster the great loss 
of life is due. If people knew that tho 
moment they touch water they eould 
support themselves in it, most of tho 
clanger would disappear. A swimmer, 
too,°can use a life-preserver to better 
advantage than one ignorant of the art. 


Of course swimmers drown some- 


times, but the proportion is very small. 
It is generally the boy who is not a 
swimmer that is drowned while bath- 
ing. 
The number of swimmers who 


are drowned is very much smaller than 
the number of non-swimmers who are 
drowned while bathing or sailing.— 
Jr'urm and fireside, 


Diplomatic Etiquette. 


Chinese punctilio is trying to _ most 


Europeans, and many will rejoice to 
hear.of the triumph of the German Min- 
ister, Herr von Brandt, over the Tsung- 
li Yamen. A German ship was plun- 
dered by Chinese pirates about a year 
ago. 
The provincial authorities refused 


redress. The matter was brought before 
the Yamen and clearly proved. Tho 
German Minister then said to Wang 
Ta-jen—now in disgrace for bribery: 
•To save delay send a telegram. Let- 
tors take so long." Whereupon Wang, 
who did not like the duty at all, said: 
"Impossible; not even in the darkest 
days of the Clion dynasty were telegrams 
sent. Deliberation is necessary, and 
the discussion between our two nations 
must be ceremonious.

Allow me to tell Your Ex- 


cellency that patience is a quality of a 
superior man." Herr Von Brandt took 
the lesson and bided bis time. This 
came in the beginning of the year. A 
messenger arrived at the Consulate in 
hot haste to announce from the Yamen: 
"A German frigate has landed a guard 
on Chinese soil at Swatow. This is an 
unheard-of irregularity. Be good enough 
to wire instantly to the Captain, telling 
him to take himself, his guard and his 
frigate out of that, and the Yamen will 
settle the rest with you here." To 
which the German Minister replied: 
"To refuse the Yamen's request gives 
me indescribable anguish; but to send 
a telegram is impossible. The sages 
Puffendorf and Grotius would rise from 
their graves to haunt me were I to do so. 
Besides, the nerves of a Captain in tho 
German army cannot be agitated by a 
teleo-ram. tfo, Excellency, I cannot 
comply with your request. By and 
by I shall by post receive details of tho 
Swatow case. These shall be carefully 
considered, and I will then deliver 
solemn judgment. Be patient, Ta-Jen, 
and all will go well. Everything shall 
be done ceremoniously and with delib- 
eration, as your wise men advise. Be 
pleased to receive the assurance of 
my distinguished consideration. —St. 
James Gazette.
